ID you ever have the experience of feeling 
that you and all the world were in a state 
of jangle and confusion and then, suddenly, 
everything would seem to cease its noise and 
you would find yourself enjoying quietness and 
peace?

To visualize oneself as limited in any way is to 
defeat or delay one’s demonstration. When the 
power of visualization is used in this wise, one is 
working against himself. He may be affirming health 
and praying ardently, but if he is visualizing himself 
as unhealthy he is working at cross purposes.

A DEBT YOU OWE 


When a boy or a girl from a good home gets into trouble, 
a good deal of attention is attracted by the fact. The feeling at 
such a time may be that home environment of the right kind is no 
deterrent of delinquency and crime. Yet such a conclusion would 
be wrong. The case is conspicuous because it is an exception 
and not the rule. The instances that are typical, that go to consti- 
tute the rule, are overlooked. Judge Latshaw of the circuit court 
points to the real situation. He directs attention to the alarm- 
ing condition that “more than 75 per cent of the men and 92 per 
cent of the boys in our penal institutions came from broken homes.” 
The requirement of the situation is plain. It is more parents 
who are willing to do the right thing by their children. In the 
end that would pay far better than the course of selfishness and 
irresponsibility which many fathers and mothers of today are 
electing to follow.

Many of the earliest impressions, and the most last- 
ing, are gained through books. The books that boys and 
girls read leave a mark on their character that is never 
erased. 

You owe much to the young people around you and 
among the biggest things that you owe are help and guid- 
ance and wisdom in choosing their reading matter.
